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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF 
POWERS  INSTITUTE. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  corps  of  teachers  at  the 
Institute  during  the  past  year  with  the  exception  that  Miss  Sadie 
Fletcher  has  been  second  assistant  a  part  of  the  time  in  place  of 
Rosie  Bowker  who  holds  the  position  at  the  present,  and  the 
school  work  has  gone  on  harmoniously  and  to  the  profit  of  all 
concerned. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  for  the  spring  term  was 
forty-eight ;  for  the  fall  term  sixty-three  :  and  lor  the  winter  term 
sixty-eight.  The  non-residents  for  the  spring  term  were  nine- 
teen ;  for  the  fall  term  twenty-six  ;  for  the  winter  term  twenty- 
five. 

The  names  of  those  who  graduated  in  June  are  Sadie  H.  Bur- 
rows, Clifford  S.  Chapin,  Lucie  B.  Cushman,  Theo.  R.  Cush- 
man,  Annie  N.  Grey  of  Bernardston  ;  MinaJ.  Copeland,  Wil- 
liam S.  Kemp  of  Coleraine  ;  Chas.  E.  Dickenson  of  Greenfield  ; 
Emma  B.  Gilligan  of  Gill ;  and  J.  Neil  Parker  of  Millers  Falls. 

The  class  in  Physics,  of  the  present  year,  following  the  custom 
of  classes  of  previous  years,  present  to  the  Institute  as  their 
memorial  piece  of  apparatus,  an  Electric  Incandescent  Light  of 
six  candle  power. 

The  sum  of  $350  was  appropriated  for  the  introduction  of 
furnace  heat  and  other  needed  improvements.  The  furnace  con- 
tract was  placed  for  $260  on  a  warranty  that  it  should  heat  four 
rooms  to  70  0  in  zero  weather  ;  not  having  had  such  weather  we 
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cannot  say  the  test  has  been  complete  but  are  confident  there  is 
sufficient  heating  capacity  to  meet  the  terms  of  contract.  It  may 
be  found  necessary  to  have  some  further  appliances  that  the  heat 
may  be  under  better  control  ;  this  the  company  agree  to  do  if 
needed.  The  advantages  gained  are  more  equal  diffusion  of 
heat  than  can  possibly  be  gained  by  stoves  ;  much  less  consump- 
tion of  fuel  and  with  less  attention. 

A  new  laboratory  room  at  an  expense  of  $65  of  the  original 
appropriation,  has  been  finished  from  the  north  end  of  the  Hall, 
nicely  lighted  and  quickly  warmed  from  the  furnace,  having 
working  benches  and  drawers,  making  it  a  model  working  room 
for  the  young  chemist.  With  these  advantages  Prof.  Underwood 
reports  the  best  advancement  he  has  ever  had  in  this  department 
of  science. 

The  contract  with  Principal  Underwood  expires  next  June  and 
the  selection  of  a  Principal  for  Powers  Institute  will  be,  as  it 
always  has  been,  an  important  matter  for  the  people  of  Bernard- 
ston.  During  the  five  years  which  the  Institute  has  been  under 
the  charge  of  Mr.  Underwood  harmony  has  always  existed  be- 
tween the  Principal  and  the  trustees,  and  we  consider  him  to  be 
one  of  the  best  instructors  Powers  Institute  has  ever  had.

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SCHOOL  REPORT. 

In  submitting  the  annual  School  Report  we  have  no  disposition 
to  indulge  in,  nor  see  any  necessity  for  individual  criticisms  up- 
on any  of  the  teachers. 

We  have  taken  occasion  during  the  year  to  discuss  the  ordinary 
merits  or  defects  of  each  school  before  it — either  during  its  pro- 
gress or  at  its  close  ;  and  to  counsel,  encourage  and  advise  the 
teachers,  and  to  correct  their  faults  while  the  correction  would  be 
of  service  to  themselves  and  the  schools  under  their  care. 

The  teacher's  position  in  regard  to  disobedient  and  wilful 
pupils  is  always  a  difficult  and  perplexing  one.      There  are 
instances  where  the  good  of  the  child  and  the  welfare  of  the 
school  require  the  sternest  discipline,  and  then  it  is  the  teacher's 
right  as  well  as  duty  to  resort  to  such  measures  as  will  maintain 
her  authority.    Nor  is  a  teacher's  authority  over  her  pupils  con- 
fined to  what  is  done  in  the  school  room   or  even  within  the 
school  grounds.    Section  i  of  Chapter  44  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
states  "that  the  teacher  may  exercise  full  control  over  the  pupils 
at  any  time  while  they  are  on  any  part  of  the  school  premises, 
that  if  the  children  in  coming  to  school,  or  in  going  from  it  to 
their  homes,  quarrel  on  their  way  or  are  willfully  tardy,   or  use 
indecent  or  profane  language,  or  in  any  way  by  their  conduct  in- 
jure the  good  order  and  discipline  of  the  school,  the  teacher  may 
take  notice  of  such  conduct  by  subjecting  the  offender  to  such 
treatment  as  will  have  a  tendency  to  prevent  a  repetition  of  the 
offense." 

> 

One  of  the  most  direct  and  powerful  influences  which  is  con- 
stantly acting  upon  the  welfare  of  the  schools  in  making  them 
successful  or  the  reverse,  is  that  exercised  by  parents  over  their 
children  at  home.  A  word  carelessly  spoken  respecting  the  man- 
agement or  instruction  of  the  teacher,  frequently  completely  de- 
stroys the  influence  of  the  teacher  over  the  scholar.    A  child  un- 
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der  such  influence  soon  loses  all  respect  for  his  teacher,  becomes 
careless  in  his  deportment,  loses  interest  in  his  studies  and  is  in- 
different to  all  school  duties. 

On  the  subject  of  irregular  attendance  the  committee  can  add 
nothing  to  the  force  of  argument  and  expostulations  which  they 
have  hitherto  so  frequently  employed.  The  prevailing  influenza 
will  probably  detract  largely  from  the  attendance  and  success  of 
the  schools  for  the  past  term. 

The  subject  of  ventilation  of  school  houses  is  being  agitated 
quite  extensively  in  the  State.  Fresh  air  is  not  secured  in  most 
of  the  school  rooms  without  unpleasant  draughts  that  are  the  oc- 
casion of  colds,  catarrhs,  etc.,  which  frequently  seriously  affect 
the  health  of  children,  especially  those  of  weakly  constitu- 
tions. It  is  an  undeniable  fact  that  there  are  few  school  houses 
that  are  properly  ventilated,  and  one  containing  twenty-five  schol- 
ars will  soon  be  filled  with  fetid  vapor  and  carbonic  acid  gas. 
Breathing  this  bad  air  makes  peevish  scholars  and  irritable  teach- 
ers, and  tends  to  weakness  of  lungs  and  other  fatal  diseases.  A 
State  police  officer  ordered  the  school  house  in  District  No.  2  to 
be  ventilated  according  to  plans  submitted  by  him,  but  as  it  would 
take  several  hundred  dollars,  your  committee  thought  best  to  wait 
until  something  more  simple  could  be  devised  at  less  expense. 

The  list  of  books  used  in  the  schools  has  been  revised  the  past 
year.  The  Lippincotts'  Readers  and  Spellers  had  become  an 
old  story  to  both  teachers  and  scholars.  The  New  Franklin 
Reader  and  Harrington  Speller  were  introduced  at  exchange 
prices,  thereby  incurring  a  less  expense  than  would  have  been 
required  to  have  replenished  the  old  stock. 

The  school  buildings  in  District  No.  5  have  been  repaired  at 
an  expense  somewhat  more  than  was  estimated  they  would  cost, 
as  is  usually  the  case  in  repairing  old  buildings  ;  but  we  feel  that 
the  repairs  made  are  of  a  permanent  character,  and  nothing  fur- 
ther of  any  amount  will  have  to  be  done  for  a  number  of  years.
